GALLAUDET HOME. 



Once again death has krrooked at 
the door of the Home. This time 
the persott who passed peacefully 
away at ten o'clock, on Tuesday 
night, .January 4lh, was Mrs Maria 
Noe, who was irr her eighty-tliird 
year, and who had been at the Home 
for fifteen years She was an in- 
timate friend of Miss Myra Warren, 
who died at eight o'clock on Tues- 
day night, December 28th, as has 
alieady beeir stated in the columns 
of this newspaper. She and Miss 
Warren were pirpils of old Fan- 
wood, irr early its days. It is said 
thai Mis. Noe was so much grieved 
over the death of Mis. Warren that 
she died. This may Ire true. It may 
also be true that Mrs. Noe died of 
a slight attack of the grip and old 
age. Although she whs excetMling 
ly inflrrn and barely able to get 
around, she was cheerful and 
liapjry, and was liked by all Rev. 
John H. Keiser arrived here on the 
inoriiing of the day after Mrs. Noe 
died, and preached a short sermon 
in tlieeliapel, wher»> all were assem- 
ble*!, at half past 11 o'clock. At 
two o'clock in the afternoon, he left 
for New York. Immediately after 
the service was over, the remains of 
the deceased were taken to the 
town vault in Wappinger's Falls, 
where they will remain until spring 
comes. As Miss Warien was Mr. 
Caton's coirstant reader, he misses 
her and her kind assistarrce im- 
mensely. 

There are a few Incidents which 
the correspondent failed t.o nar- 
rate in his (Mrrrespondeiioe of last 
week. He was in haste then, and 
hard no time to think of every tiring. 

As has been previously stated, 
it snowed up here all day and all 
night on the thirteenth of Deoent- 
ber. On the morning of that day, 
Mr. Soper left here with Mr. J. H 
Catotr, the blind deal-mute, to do 
some shopping. As she was un- 
aware of the fact thiit the gentle 
snow storm would develop Into a 
great blieziird, the matron let the 
two men go They intended to re- 
turn here at 4 p.m. the same day, 
and so when they were ready to 
come, they were surprised to find 
the trolley line rnnnint; lietwewii 
I'oughkeepsie and Wappinger's 
Falls WHS completely tied up. Mr. 
S«>per telephoned to the matrorr 
that as there was no way to get 
here on account of the snow being 
so deep at that time, and as no phis 
were running, he was marooned in 
I'oUtfhkeepsie. The matron re- 
plied tliat he would remain there all 
night and advised him and his com- 
panion to go to the Nel.son House, 
which is an annex of the Hotel 
Nelson They went there and 
they had coinfoi table quartets. 
As well as Mr. Soper and Mr 
Caton, many people were un- 
able to return to Wappinger's Falls. 
They remained at the Nelson annex, 
at the expense of the Home, until 
January Ifith, at which lime the 
trolley oars were '(tuning as far as 
"The Four C'orners," some two 
miles fr-oin hare, and about five 
rnilev from Wappinger's Falls, or 
midway between that town and 
Poughkeepsie. The two marooned 
men walked part of the way from 
"The Four Corners," when they 
were met by Mr. Ingalla and his 
big sled, who brought them here 
They declare they will never leave 
here again in a snow storm. 

Mr, Soper now carries his arm in 
a sling. He aoeidentHlly fell over an 
empty box up In the shop the other 
night, and the fall resulted in the 
spraining of his arm. Mr. Caton 
met with a similar ACoi<l^nt aoine 
timi' ago, and received a deep gash 
over his eye, and it is supjwsed one 
of his ribs was fraotured by the 
accident. 

Just at the present time, .Vanit- 
ary 7th, most of the folks who got 
sick with the grip, ttetween Chr-ist- 
mas and New Year's, are doing well. 



Miss Barbaia Johnston, the asslstr 
ant matron, is not well yet. She js 
still confined to her bed. -Hugh 
Miner, Charlie Ayers and Mr«. Gra- 
ham are still sick. On account of 
the fact that so many have been 
taken here within n short time, it 
has been found necessary to em- 
ploy two nurses for their care. Old 
residents of the Home inform this 
cori-espon<leut that the Home never 
before in its history employed two 
nurses at one tinre. 

During the next ftve weeks or 
more the Home will have but very 
few lights at night, for the three 
electiieians who are now putting up 
wires, and the necessary apparatus 
for the new electric lights, have 
taken down nearly all the chande- 
lieis; oonseqaently every hall and 
most every room is without a light. 
In order that the women might 
have a little light in their silting- 
loonr, the matron places two or 
three candles in there each night. 
The men's sitting-reom, the 
chapel and the reception rooms, are 
without lights The matron has 
her office or parlor lighted by an 
oil or kerosene lamp. She 
does not rpad at night now. The 
doctor forbids her to do so, as he 
found it was injuring her eyesight. 
Neither does Mrs. Johnston read at 
night, for the very same reason. 

Mr. Ted Peohard Is the coutraetor 
and the man who has charge of the 
work of getting the wires and eloo- 
Iric apparatus ready for the coming 
electric lights. He is an English- 
man who has a wife and four ohlK 
dren up In Ponghkeepse He came 
to this coniitry aonie four years ago 
He was in the British navy for eight 
years. He is an ex pugilist and 
has had many a fight in the prise- 
ring. In build and stature he 
bears a close resemblance to the 
little English champion pugilist, 
Tom Sayers, who was in his time 
the champion puuilist of the world 
Mr. PechanI is pleasant to all and 
speaks fieely. One day last week 
he left the trolley car on his way 
from Poughkee|>sie to the Heme, 
He thought he would make a short 
cut through the farms ami over the 
creek, and get here earlier than 
usual. The creek was frozen at 
the time, and Mr. Peohard thought 
the ice was strong enough and 
thick enough to walk on, so he cross- 
ed it, but as soon as he was in the 
middle the ice broke, and in an in 
slant he was in freezing cold water 
up to his waist. He lost no time in 
gelling out and hurrying here, 
where he warmed his feet. A pair 
of socks and a pair of trousers were 
given him, but as he did not feel 
good from such a oold bath he 
didn't work much the same rtay. 
He was lucky not fo get sick from 
sticli a cold bath. Hesays the vTork 
of putting in the wires may not be 
done until alrout the middle of 
February. 

Mr. Ingalls, who has had charge 
of the farm since April, 1911, is ex 
pected to leave here on the first of 
next April, simply beeanse the lady 
managers are not altogether pleased 
with his work. It is not exactly 
known what he will do after leav- 
ing here. He may t\\'^ a small 
farm of his own. Mrs. Ingalls says 
ahe may do millinery work, while 
her hu!>band will work for some 
farmer. She says she is an expert 
and that such a job is awaiting her 
in Poughkeepale. Her two eliil 
dren, Carlton, aged fifteen, and 
Evelin, aged nine next Marnh, will 
attend sch(H>l as usual. 

No ice for summer use has yet 
been cut for the Home. Mr. Ingalls 
is awaiting the coming of a long 
and intense cold wave. As soon as 
auoh a wave does come, \w hot>es to 
reap a big crop of i«e from the pond 
down near his house. 

We consume a large quantity of 
potatoes here. Mrs. W. Patteison 
does all the potato peeling antl does 
it admirably well. A handful of the 
peelings she peels ar^ as light as a 
handful of feathers and as thin im 
tissue paper. 

In my lust correspondence, which 
appeared in this newspaper on the 
sixth inst., I forgot to state that Mr. 
I. Newton Si>per is not a stranger In 
a strange place here. He was, pre- 
vious to his adinttlanoA, a Ini8t«e 
of the Home for thirty years or more, 
and during all that lime he visited 
the place and mMie him<<elf familiar 
with it on several sul^sequent oc- 
casions. Mr. Soper was one of the 
many New Yorkers who attended 
the oouvention of the dsAf in San 



Francisco last summer. After the 
convention he went to Balboa, in 
southern California, where he visit- 
ed has lifelong friend, Mr. Edwaid 
Ould, who has a small ranch there 
and hopes to make a fortune out of 
it. Mr. Ould and Mr. Soper were 
classmates at the old Hartford 
School for six long years. 

A new supply of coal for furnace 
and kitchen use was brought hei'e 
from Poughkeepsie last week. It 
was brought by the sleigh load, and 
dumped into the bunkers in the 
basement through th» surface 
windows. 

Some of the deaf are asking the 
friends of this correspondent who it 
is that is writing the news of the 
Gallaudet Home. This time I will 
sign my name to my article, so that 
all my old friends and deaf-mute 
acquaintances may know who the 
correspondent really is.

Archi 
tects, artists, and many from other 
professions, were present, and the 
gathering serveil in effect as a pro- 
test against the oomuion belief that 
deaf-mutes cannot succeed in the 
world. 

The dinner wAs an extremely 
happy one, and but for the absence 
of an orchestra, and the fact that 
the sign language was used, it was 
like any other galherin,'. A good 
dinner was serve*! and there were 
speakers and other entertainers, 
who used the sign language. Hear- 
ty laughter greeted every witticism. 
Rev. W. Cavanagh of St. Joseph's 
parish presided, and dnring the eve- 
ning' the as.sembly surpri-sed him 
l)y a gift of a gold watch and a gold- 
handled pocket knife. He respond- 
ed flillngly, and was heartily ap- 
plauded. 

The Ephphatha Society Is two 
years old It was oigaiiizetl by 
Father CaVHnagh, with the assis- 
tance of Rt Rev. J J. Nllau, bish 
op of the diocese, its members be- 
ing chiefly those who have been 
graduated from the school for the 
deaf at St. Joseph 's Cathodial. The 
name of the society means "Be thou 
opened." Father Cavanagh con- 
ducts the Cathedral school, in which 
there are now about 130 pupils. He 
is doing valualrle work among deaf 
mutes. 

On Sunday, January 2d, 1916, 
there was a large attendance of 
deaf-mutes at St. Joseph's Cathe- 
dral at the service held by Bishop 
Nllan and Rev. Cavanagh. Ice-

Crarea PrIaoH to l<earn Trade 



JOLIBT, III , Dec. 8 —Record* 
show that hundreds of men have 
tried to break out of prison here in 
the last decade. The first attempt 
to break into prison has beou made 
by James Foley, a deaf mute 

lie has written the following let- 
ter from Chicago to Warden 
Zimmer : 

" Dear Sir :— Pardon me for 
taking yonr time. First, I mtist 
give you my leeord. I am a deaf 
mute, 23 years old, and willing to 
work in a decent place. Do you 
know what I would like to learn the 
painting trade. 

" The only work I can get is a 
deck hand and section job. The 
qnarterain this place are unsanitary 
and I am not going to work with 
bums any more. 

" I am willing to stay two yeara 
in your institution on oondition I 
learn the painting trade. 

" Do you know where I am now? 
I am in a saloon after looking up 
the papers and going to the Illinois 
free jolt place, but mme of them 
are for me. 
"I don't mind bt-m^ m jiiil. 
What is two years to me, to a lite as 
a bum! And then I will know a 
trade and be independent of plow 
horses and the like. You will lose 
nothing by giving me a pass to stay 
two years up there and you will 
make a man out of me. I must 
state that lam from New York City, 
but I've been in Chicago three 
years and two months. 

" I have no relatives, and I was 
released from an orphan asylum in 
New York and have beeu traveling 
all over ever since. Hoping you 
will send for me as soon as possiide, 
and I will train there. Yours re- 
spectfully, James Foley. "

Klatloo M, New York, 
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"Closbd Doors," by Margaret 
Prescott Montague it a book that 
every deaf man and woman should 
read. Each short story it contains 
is a study of either deaf or blind 
children. The hypercritical may 
object that there is a " pure oral " 
trend in at least one of its chapters, 
but nothing can detract from the 
sweet charm, the touching pathos, 
that make the narrative so absorb- 
ing. 

" Clooed Doors" contains seven 
stories in all, each intensely inter- 

I est compelling. The first has for 
its hero an eager little deaf boy of 
nine years, whose name-sigo at the 
school is " W-on-the-Eyes," The 
child's frantic efforts lo learn to speak 
the word "Mother," before that 
dear one's visit, is made particular- 
ly affecting when one learns that the 
mother is blind and that this is the 
first word ever to be heard from the 
lips of her beloved boy. 

"Cain, the Key," deals with a 
gentle little blind girl, who persls 
tently tried to be bad, to earn the 
puniabment of being banished to the 
big empty room on the top floor, so 
that she might revel in the blessed 
privilege of being alone ! The mys- 
tery is solved during the reading of 
Cain's banishment, when Phoebe 
cries poignantly. " Oh ! I wish I 
was Cain." Later, in the much- 
desired solitude, she is able to create 
the prize-winning poem. 

" Red Bird," officially named 
George Washington Morris, and a 
little poorhotue waif, "Just Jim- 
mie," are the main characters of the 
next sketch, which bears the title 
" Red Bird, He can See." The two 
blind boys, one masterful and tri- 
umphantly self-confident, the other a 
little gray mouse of a satellite, form 
a friendship that is touching. "Red 
Bird's" repeated aaaeverations that 
he "kin see real good," are met 
with persistent admiration from 
"Just Jimmie," who staunchly 
upholds all of his friend's 
and opinions. Hi* 
"Red Bird" breaks 
Hnging of " My 
G«orge Washington, 
lie," is pathetic and almost unbeliev- 
able. After his confession that " I 
can't see one thing, " Jimmie's com- 
fCHtlng^ ''words, "Well, anyways, 
foti kin fight," give poor " Red 
Bird" self-confidence once again, 
and the idol re-mounta his pedestal, 
bis abilities to be otKe more extolled 
by "Just Jimmie." 
CallotM, indeed, a person must be 
tinmoTed by a reading of 
story In this charming 
Christopher Adams, an 
awkward, lumbering lad, of nineteen 
years, is bronght to school to be 
"learnetd to talk." The mother, 
fearing harm would oomc to her 
deaf son, has left him nocdttcatcd 
until now. His misery and bewil- 
derment are heart-breaking. When 
" little old Webster" sUnds sponsor 
for him i^pUntt the jeering younger 
boys, and rignifies to him by gcitttrc 
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that they are friends, Christopher's 
lethargy is pierced, and he makes 
his first effort at communication. 
His tragic end on the railroad track, 
whither he had fled for home, is 
made the more heart-rending be- 
cause, at the last, his fingers had 
made " the little sign for friend" to 
Webster, who had followed to pro- 
tect him. The mother's bitter ar- 
raig^nment of the Principal is chang- 
ed to remorse for the years she kept 
her boy from education. Her hus- 
band's distracted pleading, "Ca'line, 
they ktn learn when they 's little," 
is answered, when the mother, con- 
vinced by Webster's proficiency, 
brings forth her little six-year-old 
boy, also deaf, and puts his baby 
hand in Webster's, with the cry, 
' ' You be good to him — you learn 
him, honey." Webster turns from 
bis grief to teach little Benjamin 
friendship's sign. 

"Red Bird's" and "Just Jim- 
mie's" desire to emulate the Bishop 
of Lincoln and certain other gallant 
gentlemen whose experiences are 
told in Boys' Froissart, lead them 
each to wear a patch over one ear 
until each should do "something 
big enough" to warrant removing 
it. Red Bird's presence of mind in 
holding an orange out of the window 
to little deaf Bennie Adams, who 
had crawled onto the gutter and 
was in danger of falling three stories, 
was deemed big enough. "Just 
Jimmie's" cheerfulness is the means 
of diverting a despondent man from 
suicide, and the man insists that 
Jimmie remove his patch forthwith, 
much to Jimmie's disappointment, 
who protesU "he ain't done 
nothin'," and that he "wanted to 
do sumpin' big, like Red Bird." 

The curious idea of a little blind 
ix)y, that his eyes would open when 
he grew old enough, is the pathetic 
subject of " What Mr. Grey Said," 
Mr. Grey being a mythical character 
conceived in the little boy's mind, 
and upon whose advice he rests all 
the responsibilities of his own trans- 
gressions. ' ' Mr. Grey" having told 
him his eyes would open when he 
was five years old, he is at a fever 
heat of expjectancy, when, the day 
before his birthday, be is run over, 
and his eyes are opened to the 
glorious light of everlasting day. 

" Marked for the Unexpected" is 
the closing story in the book, and 
shows how the schools are hamper- 
ed by political economies. The lack 
of a permanent physician is the 
means of little Benjamin Adams be- 
ing deaf for many years, when the 
removal of small pebbles from bis 
ears show him to be possessed of 
normal hearing. 

The book is published by Hough- 
ton Mifflin Company, Boston and 
New York, and retails at one dollar.

Irvin Simon, President of the 
new Hebrew AsFOciiition of Deaf- 
Mutes of this city, has appointed 
Morris Millet, :i82 Blue Hill Avenue, 
Roxbnry, Mbhh. , chairman; Irvin 
Simon, 19 Pond Street, Dorchester; 
and Abe Silnntzer, 1107 Blue Hill 
Avenue, Dorchester, formerly presi- 
dent of the Beth Israel Associalioii 
of the Deat, of Philadelphia, to 
fonii a coiuniittee to solicit fiiudM 
for the Stricken Jewish people in 
Europe. 

Irvin Simon stated that he heard 
the Hebrew Congregation of the 
Deaf of New York; through Rev. 
J. Aniateaii had collected nearly 
threehundred dollars for (he Jew- 
ish Relief P^ind. 

The Committee will do its utmost 
and hope the deaf and (heir friends 
will respoud. 

To show how bad funds are need- 
ed, tlie following taken from the 
Boston Olobe, of January 2d, is 
herewith given : — 

The committee has received word 
Irom the stricken zone of the ter- 
iil)le condition of the Jews in Rus- 
sia-Poland, Galicia, and other 
l>oints. Entire towns have been 
burnt to the ground and the Jews 
have been driven from their homes 
The only relief that the Jews of the 
war zone are receiving is from the 
American Jews. 

Tlie State Depart ment at Wash- 
ington as transmitted to the Amerl- 
c»n Jewish War Relief Committee 
the following report from Hernnndo 
de Soto, American consul at War- 
aw : " Of the total nnmt»er of re- 
fugees, annregtitin^- 100,000, who 
had fled to Warsaw before Aug. 5, 
the date of the occnpanoy of the 
city, at least 80,000 lave returned 
to their places of residence, on the 
left bank of the Rivet Vistula. 

" These people were, of course, 
assisted by the Jewish Reli«f Corn- 
mitlee, which supplied them with 
funds for the journey and for (heir 
iinn)edia(e needs during the first 
monMi or two, as in most iustances 
they found their homes destroyed or 
uninhabitable. 

" The president of the Jewish 
Relief Committee estimates that at 
least 1500,000 will l)e required to 
alleviate the suffering o( these un- 
foi lunate people. The funds of the 
committee are very low, the Winter 
is rapidly approaching and immedi- 
ate a.sfistancH is most urgently 
needed." 

Death ot JEdwatO Voman.^ CarcoU. 
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Our beloved friend, Edward Ro- 
manz Carroll, passed away in his 
fifty-ninth year, Thursday evening, 
December 23d, at five o'clock 
While on a mission for the good of 
the local deaf, he contracted a cold, 
which developed into pneumonia. 
His death came as a shock to all. 
It was impossible to l>elieve that his 
physique was open to an attack of 
this kind, as he always appeared in 
the l^est of health and spirits. 
He was born at Oakland, Pa., 
February loth, 1857. Educated at 
Columbus, Ohio, graduating while 
Dr. G. O. Fay was superintendent 
He attended Gallaudet College a 
number of years. He was a printer 
by trade about forty years, at Boston, 
New York, San Francisco and 
Cleveland. During the nineties he 
taught in the Cleveland Day vSchool 
for the Deaf. As a memljer of the 
Local Committee on Arrangements 
during the N. A. D. Convention in 
Cleveland, be shared in the work of 
the Committee. He was president 
of the St Agnes Mission to the Deaf 
up to his death, having i^rfortncd 
his duties to his credit.

The funeral services, which were 
simple and impressive, took place in 
the magnificeut Wade Memorial 
Chapel at Lake View Cemetery. A 
large nutnt>er of deaf and hearing 
friends attended. Rev. B. R. Al- 
labough officiated. Rev. Mr. Car- 
rol, a brother of the deceased, inter- 
preted the funeral sermon for the 
hearing. The floral offerings were 
many and beautiful, including a 
beautiful wreath from St. Agnes 
Mission, bearing the words: "Our 
President," from the Cleveland 
Association of the Deaf, and from 
friends and relatives.

Memorial to Gallaudet Site 
in Hartford. 



There would be a possibility of 
the lost memorial to the foundation 
of the first American school for the 
instruction of deaf children, after 
the recent passage by Connecticut 
State Legislature for the memorial of 
school building out ot Hartford, 
sometime in tgty. 

Unless the N. A. D. and Con- 
necticut Association of the Deaf take 
action to prevent the sale by the 
Legislature of the old school 
grounds, it would be doomed fore- 
ever, as no body will know where the 
original .site is. It will be fully 
dotted with resident buildings. 

Let the spirit of the deaf in 
America be iguited to the highest 
degree and all work together and 
help ourselves by asking the Legis- 
lature to spare one acre of the old 
school grounds (where the school 
site is) purposely for turning it into 
Gali.audkt Pakk as an everlasting 
memorial, provided that the State 
taxes are exempt. 

So many generations go by, and 
the deaf surely find the opportunity 
of visiting the original .s]x>t where 
the first school building iu the 
wilderness was built. 

It is the idea of preserving the 
old site with a beautiful mound 
raised three feet high or more, in the 
exact place where the school-house 
was first planted, and the same oue 
acrebeautifully surrounded with 
young hardy trees (say elm or maple 
or oak, etc,) in the inside circle of 
the same land. The trees should be 
sent in one to five from every State 
school for the Deaf, and be set by 
the representative of every State 
School. On the mound flowers may 
be raised if desired. 

Gallaudet and Cierc Monuments, 
as they stand at present, are to re- 
main, and should be repaired for the 
purpose under the N. A. D. aus- 
pices. 

The plan if carried out successful- 
ly, will be very excellent for the 
Deaf of the world to look on for 
years. 

History tells how the first hardy 
man, in the face of hard times and 
difficulties, laboring much to secure 
a piece of land, from the State Lcg- 
li.slature, in 1817, and building a 
.•^mall school house thereon for teach- 
ing the deaf children, the curious 
method of the first alphabet and 
sign language, leading to the light 
of the daily conversation in lan- 
guage is—

Mining methods have changetl in 
the last quarter of a century or so. 
Now the miners use machinery to 
help do the work much faster thsu 
the old time method by hand. 

If you go out west you will rot 
see the old time shovel and wash 
ing pan. In the big gold mines 
they use big hose to throw a stream 
of water against a hill. It is a 
fast way of digging. An eight inch 
stream of waiter can move great 
bouhlers weighing one or two tons. 

Much gold is found in the sand 
in river beds. So steam dredges, 
steamboats with big steam shovels 
on them, work in the creeks and 
rivers shoveling up the gold bear- 
ing Hand. 

Lots of gold is also found in 
rocks which must be crushed to 
powder to get out the gold dust 
So they have stamping mill'< tn do 
this work. 

The modern method of SfpHirjcmg 
gold from the sand and rock is by 
the use of chemicals. If you put 
salt in water and stir it, the salt 
diswilves. So they mix the gold 
ore with cyanide of potash. Zinc 
shavings are put in a shitet iron 
box and the gold stiokn to the zinc 
Water poure<i on to separate part 
of the gold. Then sulphuric acid 
is poured on the gold ore. It is 
washed with boiling water and last- 
ly it is heated in a fnrance with 
soda, borax and sand. The heavy 
gold runs to the iKittom of the box 
and the ore is thrown out. 

In coal mining Ihe pueiimatic 
or compressed air drill has taken 
the place of Ihe old pick axe. The 
coal miner cuts under a lot of coal 
and it is shaken down by exploding 
dymanile. It is loaded into the
